“ that if his Majefty pleas’d, he fhould by Word 
“ of Mouth repeat the Pointscontain’d in that 
« Letter’ ; the principal whéreof was, that his 
« Majefty would be pleas’d to join in the Media- 
“tion with the King of Great Britain and the 
® States General, for the Peace between the Sul- 
“ tanand the Emperour, Whereupon the Chan- 
cellour anfwer'd, that the King would cavfe an 
Avfwer to this and ‘all the other Points of the Let- 
ter, to be given him in Writing. Which being all 
tbat was at that time to be tranfafted, the Crown 
Marfhal intimated, that the Lord Envoy might 
pleafe to retire ; and then he was conduéted back 
with the fame Solemnity, to the Lodgings of the 
Crown Marfhal, who entertain’d him at Dinner, 
and after Dinner, he rode back to Damfchir.
